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SMPD active with warrants, embezzlement, burglary 


Interim Police Chief John Thurman’s first two 
weeks have been lively ones with two major 
arrests and an assistance with the District Attor¬ 
ney’s Office. 

On Monday evening, Aug. 30, at about 6:25 
p.m., Bruce Rodney Swanson, 44, of Sierra 
Madre was arrested at his home on a $5 million 
warrant. Local police assisted the District Attor¬ 
ney’s Office, and the charges were security 
violations, money laundering and grand theft. 
Swanson has been a real estate agent, according to 
Chief Thurman. 

He was booked at 6:25 p.m. at Temple City 
Station and is incarcerated at the downtown jail. 

Lauranne Gillette of Arcadia surrendered to 


Sierra Madre Police last Thursday, admitting that 
she had embezzled more than $40,000 from VIP 
Travel Agency in Sierra Madre. 

She is scheduled be be arraigned Sept. 30 in 
Pasadena Municipal Court on grand theft charges. 
Gillette is out on her own recognizance. 

Detective John Cordischi of the Sierra Madre 
Police said that Gillett, 48, atdmitted to him and 
to her employer, co-owner Horst Engel, that she 
had embezzled the money. Cordischi said she used 
the money to pay off credit cards and to pay her 
rent. Gillette is married with two children. 

Engel had called the Police Department a 
month ago after he grew suspicious. According to 
Cordischi, she admitted she had taken the money 


when Engel confronted her. 

Gillett has worked for VIP since 1988. She 
has been bookkeeper and travel agent at the local 
agency on South Baldwin. Cordischi told The 
News that she began embezzling money in late 
1992. 

Engel is co-owner of VIP with Margi Fergu¬ 
son. 

In other local police news, Stephen Lumary, 
41, of Glendora, was arrested during a burglary at 
11:50 p.m. on Saturday, Aug. 28, at the Sierra 
Madre Post Office during a surveillance at that 
location. 

An investigation ensued of several burglaries 
at the post office in which the suspect had pried 


open postal mail boxes in the lobby during eve¬ 
ning hours. 

Lumary has admitted responsibility for those 
cases plus several others under investigation by 
the inspectors in the Pasadena Branch. Those 
cases involved burglary of postal boxes in West 
Covina, Whittier, El Monte, No. Hollywood, La 
Crescenta and other valley cities. 

During booking, narcotics were found on 
Lumary and additional charges were added to the 
original charge.

Five Sierra Madre residents spoke out in favor 
of City Administrator Jim McRca and against the 
council’s actions of accepting McRea’s resigna¬ 
tion, at Tuesday evening’s short adjourned meet¬ 
ing. 

Planning Commissioner Whilma Holcombe 
and her husband. John, both supported McRea 
and said. "There will be people looking at this 
decision." 

Bob Oden, chairman of the Economic Devel¬ 
opment Committee; Stan Hutchinson, former 
Planning Commissioner; and Herb Shollenberger 
all said that McRea had contributed much to the 
community and that they regretted the loss for the 
tekvn. 




The council that evening agreed on a settle¬ 
ment with McRea, whose last day was that even¬ 
ing, Aug. 31, and they decided to wait until Oct. 
12 to make more finite plans. 

In the interim, Sean Joyce was appointed 
acting city administrator and David Cain, finance 
director, until Oct. 12 "at which time the council 
will discuss and determine the appointment of an 
interim city administrator," said Mayor Clem 
Bartolai. 

Bartolai said that in the meantime, the council 
will seek applications and interview applicants for 
the city administrator job. 

The next regular meeting of the council is 
Tuesday, Sept. 14 




New committee to address pool funding

Representatives of several Sierra Madre con¬ 
stituencies in city hall last Wednesday began devel¬ 
oping a plan to close the $7800 funding gap in Sier¬ 
ra Madre’s Municipal Pool. Steve Halasey, ad hoc 
leader of the group, also a swim team league rep, 
said that the first meeting of pool fund-raising vol¬ 
unteers is set for Wednesday, Sept. 2, in city hall. 

In response to city employees, Sean Joyce, as¬ 
sistant city administator; Donna Harriman, recrea¬ 
tion supervisor; and David Backus, pool manager, 
citizens including various pool users, swim team 
representatives and other interested parties spoke to 
the issue of possible pool closure during the months 
of November, December, January and possibly 
February. 

Upon review of proposed budget allocations 
for the city recreation program, city representatives 
identified several potential areas for cutbacks and re¬ 
allocations, reducing the anticipated budget short¬ 
fall from $39,323 to $78(X). The shortfall stems from 
a reduction in the 1992-93 budget of $145,349 
to the 1993-94 budget of $106,026, owing to sub¬ 
stantial cuts in state allocations. 

“The state nailed us,” said Joyce, also refer¬ 
ring to the losses caused by the lack of funds set 
aside for potential emergencies such as the one the 
city is currently facing. 

In addition to closing the immediate funding 
gap, Joyce mentioned several additional needs faced 
by the pool, ineluding the dechlorination system, 
the plumbing system, the lane line storage reel, a 
more efficient pool heating system, and pool heater 
ventilation. 

“We’re looking at a time where it’s ‘face the 
music,’ ” Joyce said. “Next year is going to be 
worse.” 

Harriman suggested that a committee be devel¬ 
oped. “We would like to see a committee of pool 
users formed to try to come up with some kind of 
option,” she said. 

Halasey proposed that the responsibility for 
funding the gap not rest entirely on the swim team. 
“We as a swim team can’t go it alone,” he said. 
“People think of the swim team as a backbone 
group.” 

He added, “We would be supportive of a larger 
organization which is community-wide. We all need 
to be involved. This is a community activity.” 

Injecting a note of optimism, Halasey added, 
“Seventy-eight hundred dollars is not an un-doable 
goal in this community.”

Tom Canterbury asked about the prospects for 
formation of such a committee. Joyce said that the 
city will donate time and space for a meeting, 
although the city will serve in the group. 

Preliminary committee members volunteered 
from each of three primary user groups, including 
the lap swimmers, swim team and La Salle High 
School. Members of the audience proposed prelim¬ 
inary funding schemes for the project. 

Paul Cowell recommended selling the city’s us¬ 
ed fire trucks and donating the proceeds to fund 
the pool. “They’re just sitting there,” he said. 
“And they’re worth a lot.” 

The audience also continued to discuss the 
viability of various funding cuts, including a further 
reduction in payroll through the use of volunteer 
pool staff. 

“We’re going to call for volunteers,” Joyce 
said. “And we’re going to find a way to get our 
volunteers insured.” 

“Is it true that our lifeguards are paid $3 less 
per hour than other lifeguards?” asked Canterbury. 


“Certainly, we’re at the bottom of the payroll,” 
Joyce said. 

• tiui we iia>w come up and we’re nearly com¬ 
petitive,” said Backus. 

Two primary areas of savings through closure 
in the winter months will be utilities and staffing, 
with only two staff members scheduled for the win¬ 
ter months. Gas bills for the winter months run trom 
$922 in November to up to $2492 in February, 
against summer bills of $533 for August and $<121 
in September. 

Joyce provided in his slide presentation a com¬ 
parison of costs for the pool and for the recrea¬ 
tion department as a whole, demonstrating that fee 
increases for pool services such as swimming les¬ 
sons and swim team have generally been lower 
than the increases in fees for recreation department 
programs such as after school care and day camp.

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EPA’s hot air 
on smog check

In the name of clean air, the U.S. Envi¬ 
ronmental Protection Agency (EPA) is 
threatening to kick California’s economy 
when it’s down. The EPA, along with the 
Department of Transportation (DOT), has 
threatened to withhold $1.6 billion of Calif¬ 
ornia’s federal highway funds if it does not 
impose a centralized emissions testing pro¬ 
gram by Nov. 15. Not only will this federal 
mandate cost the state thousands of jobs at a 
time when we can least afford it, it also 
violates EPA’s own rules requiring state 
flexibility in meeting emissions goals. How¬ 
ever, President Clinton still has time to 
intervene and recommend a more flexible 
approach to the nation’s most populous state. 

The EPA wants to replace the thousands 
of independent inspection and maintenance 
stations that currently perform smog checks 
with a few government-run emissions testing 
centers. If a vehicle fails the initial test, the 
owner must take the car to a mechanic for 
repairs, and then return to the government 
center for a re-test. Since most repair shops 
won’t be able to afford the costly new test 
equipment mandated by EPA, owners could 
face repeated trips between their mechanic 
and the emissions center before their car is 
in compliance. 

As supporters of the Clean Air Act, we 
agree that states should have the flexibility 
to detemmine the best method of emissions 
testing. With 26 million registered vehic¬ 
les—over twice as many as any other state 
and 25 percent of all the cars in the na¬ 
tion—a centralized program could pose come 
serious problems for our state. 

With a 10 percent unemployment rate 
and over 8(X),(X)0 jobs lost since 1990, 
California can ill afford another jog-destroy^' 
ing federal mandate. President Clinton has 
repeatedly argued that the economic recov- 
eiy of the nation as a whole is critically 
dependent on the recovery of the Golden 
State. The President should intervene and 
prevent the government from running rough¬ 
shod over our state, lest he be charged with 
ignoring California’s economic needs, and 
those of the entire country.

Before the 
council had been given 
an adequate chance to 
respond, a petition de¬ 
manding McRea’s dismis¬ 
sal was circulated. “Com¬ 
mittee at Large” indeed.

examination of several 
successive city budgets. 
He concluded that there 
had been improper co¬ 
mingling of city funds. 
He did NOT conclude 
that there had been any 
act of dishonesty on the 
part of any city official. 
City Council promptly 
and properly responded 
by hiring an independent 
audit. 1 suppose we 
should be grateful to Mr. 
Broiles for expending 
such time and effort on 
our behalf. I doubt we 
should be grateful, how¬ 
ever, that he has seen fit 
to provide his conclusions 
to the press and to a 
public forum before the 
council has had an ade¬ 
quate chance to respond. 
That is neither right nor 
proper. 

As a result of these 
multi-pronged allega¬ 
tions, Mr. McRea has 
now reluctantly tendered 
his resignation and coun¬ 
cil has accepted it “so 
the city can move ahead.” 
I doubt that so hasty an 
action will have the de¬ 
sired effect. I worry that, 
over the short term at 
any rate, the council will 
find itself crippled even 
as it struggles to deal with 
critical fiscal problems 
for which it is not to 
blame. 


Fellow citizens, it’s 
time to turn down the 
heat. We’re stressing the 
City Council to the lim¬ 
its of its endurance. Those 
folks aren’t our enemies 
—they’re US. We’re call- 
in an air strike on our 
own fort! If we are to 
avoid chaos and a whole 
new set of crises, we 
simply MUST summon 
the decency and the pa¬ 
tience to allow the coun¬ 
cil to discharge its duties 
an orderly fashion.

Of all the rides I took, none equaled 
those when on winter afternoons I rode the 
cars up Lake Avenue to Altadena. There, at 
the foot of Echo Mountain, I boarded the Mt. 
Lowe Incline Railway and was lifted a spec¬ 
tacular 3(XX) feet, the earth falling away in 
an ever-increasing view all the way to Cata¬ 
lina Island. A streetcar, traveling what must 
have been the crookedest piece of trackage 
in the world soon had me in front of Mt. 
Lowe Hotel. I never stayed there, but spent 
the afternoon hiking to Mt. Wilson. After an 
overnight stay and a visit to the Observatory, 
I walked down the trail to Lizzie’s Inn, where 
a friend picked me up and took me home. I 
still remember the Big Red Cars parked on 
North Baldwin and Kersting Court. 

If anyone is interested in reading a 
complete history of the Pacific Electric, then 
by all means read "The Big Red Cars," by 
Spencer Crump. First published in 1962, it 


contains a world of information, facts, fig¬ 
ures, cost sheets, political skullduggery, the 
whole works. It has some very poignant 
photographs. In a picture of Kersting Court 
on page %, two ladies in non-nonsense long 
black dresses are getting ready to board Car 
No. 401. A boy dressed in tight cap, long 
jacket, baggy knickerbocker pants and bleick 
stockings is neevby. There is no date on the 
snapshot, but the cars came to Sierra Madre 
in 1906. Ah, far away and so long ago! 

When I was growing up in Keithsburg 
many years ago, the town clothing merchant 
was a man by the name of Jim Noble. I can 
see him yet, leaning on the hitching rail at 
the edge of the boardwalk. He had a great 
dislike for one of the village dimwits, and he 
expressed his feelings this way, "You could 
take the two halves of that guy’s brain, put 
them on a mustard seed and they would 
wander around 1000 years and never meet. * 
That "guy" could well be the progenitor of 
some of those who killed The Big Red Cars.

Out and About

In case you haven’t noticed, our city is on 
the brink of a crisis mode. I’m not trying to be 
ominous, but having a city somewhat rudder¬ 
less makes me nervous. On top of that, we have 
a vacancy in the Jefe de Policia’s office...

In my home town, Boston, politicians 
would see this as a dream come true.

The same can be said for the chief of po¬ 
lice. Anyone seeking that job should be re¬ 
quired to share with us his or her plan to im¬ 
prove the image of the department, what their 
approach is to policing our city, and how they 
plan their operations with minimal financial 
drain on the city. 

Both positions require someone with no¬ 
vel ideas, recognizing that we are a volunteer 
community and that we are willing to contri¬ 
bute significantly. All we ask is to be taken 
seriously, and that those who take on these 
jobs are willing to become part of our com¬ 
munity, not just someone who “ takes care of 
us.” 

The fact that before too long, there will 
be City Council elections should alert us to the 
potential for special interests to gain inroads 
in Sierra Madre. I’m not saying we are headed 
for trouble...I’m sharing with you my thoughts 
that a heady potential for trouble is present 
right now. Having vacancies in the city ad¬ 
ministrator’s office, the office of chief of po¬ 
lice, and soon-to-come openings on the council, 
suggest to me that we’d better have our heads 
on.

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Budget cuts hit library book collection

Salmon poisoning occurs when a dog eats a 
raw trout or salmon that is infected vvith 
flukes, a type of parasite. The flukes then 
embed themselves into the wall of the int®^ 
tine and release rickettsiae orcanisms which 
are what actually cause the disease proems. 
Infected salmon and trout are endemic in the 
Pacific Northwest. Clinical signs usually 
develop 5-10 days after eating the infected 
fish. Signs include fever, depression, ^orex- 
ia, vomiting, bloody diarrhea and dehydra- 


The disease may be prevented by prohibiting 
dogs from eating raw fish. The nukes and 
rickettsiae are kilted by cooking.

THE DANCE OF ANGER 
A Woman’s Guide to Changing the 
Patterns of Intimate Relationships

When women get angry, they tend to 
fall into two different categories, according 
to Harriet Goldhor Lerner, Ph.D., author of 
"The Dance of Anger." Women either 
become "nice ladies," who quietly hold their 
anger in, expressing it as hurt feelings, or 
with tears or self-blame; or they become 
"bitches," who scream and nag. But venting

anger in these two ways, as most of us 
women know, doesn’t change the situation 
that caused our anger, nor does it change the 
person or persons who caused it. And be¬ 
cause no change occurs, these anger-pro¬ 
voking situations in our lives repeat time 
after frustrating time. 

This is what Lerner calls the "dance of 
anger." "She firmly believes that "it takes 
two to tango," and as long as a woman 
keeps fulfilling her role or "steps" in the 
dance, the dance of anger will always finish 
out the same ineffective way. When we 
repeat our steps over and over, we actually 
teach and encourage our dance-of-anger 
partners to follow our lead, ensuring that 
change won’t be made on their part. Women 
cannot change other people, especially 
through anger, and sometimes situations 
cannot be readily or easily changed. Instead, 
Lerner suggests women learn to change their 
steps in the dance, pointing out that those 
who follow in the dance will stumble around 
until they match up with you again. But 
once they come back to the dance, they 
dance on your terms.

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Sierra Madre street names and their mysteries... 


By Phyllis Chapman 

Naming city streets has been a subject of 
special interest to me and Sierra Madre can claim 
its share of interesting street name stories. Is 
Michillinda, for example, an Indian name? No. 
Do you pronounce Lima St. as you do Lima, 
Peru? No. What about the name of the street 
where you live? 

The city of Sierra Madre had its beginnings in 
1881 when Nathaniel Carter purchased three 
parcels of land that became his Sierra Madre 
Tract. He divided the land into tiers of 20 and 40 
acre lots and created the original street names of 
Live Oak (now Orange Grove), Central (now 
Sierra Madre Blvd.) and Grand View going in an 
east and west direction, and Baldwin as the north 
and south street. 

Carter built his home "Carterhia" on a 
beautiful promontory above Baldwin Ave., the 
street he named for his good friend and sometime 
business associate, Elias J. "Lucky" Baldwin 
(incidentally, the cities of Baldwin Park and 
Baldwin Hills are also named for "Lucky" 
Baldwin). Baldwin Ave. was the route Carter 
drove his horse and buggy from "Carterhia" to 
Baldwin’s home place on Rancho Santa Amta 
(now the Arboretum) when he visited his friend. 
Notice on a map that Baldwin Ave. slants slightly 
from east to west. This also followed the pipeline 
for water from the weir located at the top of 
Baldwin to the Rancho. 

Two additional north and south streets were 
put in a little later to give better access to the lots 
and these were Sierra Madre Ave. (now Michil- 


linda) and Mountain Trail Ave. Carter did well 
with his new development and this was further 
propelled by the Southern California land boom of 
1886 to 1888 which brought more subdividing of 
the large lots. 

John J. Hart, owned what is now Memorial 
Park, built a winery. That building today is our 
Senior Center. Hart had purchased the property 
from Charles Clement, twice a widower, whose 
first wife was Carter’s sister. Part of the home 
that Clement had built on his 40 acres was an old 
butcher shop moved up from San Gabriel (trees 
and building materials were scarce back then). 
That house stood next to the winery. 

Hart divided his property in half by putting in 
South Hermosa Ave. He sold the east half to 
Nathan H. Hosmer, a man who became active in 
the community and was foundly called "Uncle 
Henry." Hosmer provided the town with a blast 
of dynamite as his contribution for the 4th of July > 
celebration. He built a home on the south side of 
Central with his property between Hermosa and 
Baldwin. 

When these deep lots were subdivided, 
Spanish names were the popular choice, so we 
have Bonita, Esperanza, Ramona and Manzanita. 
One owner was Walter Andrews who had an 


early grocery business and packing house (where 
Crystal Farms now stands) and later joined his 
cousin Charles Clark in the hardware business 
(present location of Arnold’s Hardware). He 
opted for the name of Alden when his acreage at 
the west end of the boulevard was divided. He 
was a descendant of the famous John Alden, but 
he was outvoted. 

Auburn was an easy choice because Cook, 
whose property was on the west side, had come 
from Auburn, Maine, and Irving White, on the 


east side, was a native of Auburn, N.Y. Victoria 
Lane was named by Stephen Norris after the 
British monarch, because he was a loyal 
Canadian, and called a "lane" because of the 
county’s requirement for width. Laurel was after 
a Laura, related to the Hawks family. 

During the hiking heyday with camps and 
resorts in these mountains mountain Trail was an 
obvious choice and it led to the Mt. Wilson Trail 
and Sturtevant Trail. Canyon was likewise named.

northeast comer of the boulevard, and subdivided 
and installed Highland Ave. Later, property 
owners of the same plot divided their property and 
used three different names of the street, Grandin, 
Dixie and La Belle (in honor of Lake La Belle 
near Oconomowoc, Wisconsin where Mr. Hawks 
had met his wife). Fortunately, Capt. J.A. Osgood 
petitioned to have those three names dropped and 
the length of the street was put through as 
Montecito. 

In the early ’30s, Central Ave. became Sierra 
'fadre Blvd., and since what is now Michillinda 
had been Sierra Madre Ave., that had to be 
changed. On the south part of Michillinda, land 
was owned by three property owners, one came 
from Michigan, one from Illinois and one from
